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REMARKS 



The drawings were objected to imdcr 37 CaFR 1 .83(a), Specifically, the groove on 
the top of a moimting means with height control (Figures 4-6), a pulse generating means, 
and a sensor discriminator means must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
cla]m(s). In resfponse, all those features have been canceled from the amended claims. 

Claims 1-10 were rejected under 3S USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fahs, 
US #5,132,666 in view of Schweinberger, US #6,129.035. In response, and per the 
intendew with Examiner Silbermann, Applicant has amended claims and added new 
claims which refer more specifically to the structure of the apparatus. Applicant 
respectfully submits that the new limitations within the claims are sufficient to overcome 
the rejection.
